TWO GIRLS FOUND 
GUILTY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Mary Brady, a voung gir!, was charged with 
the murder of her unnamed male infant at 
Belmont, near Birr, on September 9 last. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. {instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. Barry) 
were assigned as counsel and solicitor for 
the defence. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the gir] was charged 
with the murder of her illegitimate male 
child, which she had given birth to on Sep 
tember 9. She was the daughter of a Jabourer, 
and lived close to the farm of a Mr. Michael 
Hynes. On September 27 Miss Rose Hynes, 
daughter of Mr, Hynes, when passing through 
a field; found hidden in the grass the body of 
av infant, which was in a very decomposed 
condition. She told ber father, who came and 
cattiage paid, ; S@W the child, which was concealed in grass 
Ferm, Kil-} and was naked. Around the cbild’s neck 

15 8 there was a cord, tightly drawn and knotted. 
He reported the matter to the police. Ser- 
geant McNamara went to the house of the 
accused girl, which is only, 200 yards from 
where the body was found. He questioned 
her, and she denied that she was in any way 
concerned with the bedy that was found. He 
asked her if she would allow herself to be 
medically examined, and she agreed, but 
when Dr. Dalton visited her that evening she 
changed her mind. The Superintendent of the 
Civic Guards cautioned her, and she then 
said that she would see a doctor. , 
AFRAID OF HER PARENTS. 
Dalton examined her, aud found thet 
she was the mother of aw infant which had 
been born about a fortnight before. She 
said that she did give birth to a child on 
September 9, that she had concealed the body, 
as she was afraid of her father. and mother. 
She gave no explanation as to the cord which 
was found on the child's neck. 

Sergeant Francis McNamara stated that he 
noticed marks of violence on the face of the 
child, and the cord (produced) was tightly 
knotted around the neck. 

Superintendent Dennehy 
nickest cautioned, the prisoner said: '' What 
ablin say’ I don’t deny it; there was 
7 present, I was afraid of my father.” 

DOCTOR’S EVIPENCE. 
Dalton said that the child was born 
alive, and that in his opinion the cause of 
death was asphyxia. The cord was em- 
bedded in the neck, 

Mr. Fitzgerald addressed the jury for the 
prisoner, and Mr. Dudley White replied. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he thought 
on the evidence it would be rather unsafe to 
find that the prisoner had intentionally 
killed her child. 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty of 
murder, but disagreed a: to the concealment 
of birth. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, on behalf of the, prisoner, 
| then pleaded guilty to concealment of birth 

Mr. Carrigan said that this was the second 
offence of this girl, 

It was arranged that the prisoner would 
go to High Park Convent, and Mr. Justice 
Johnston imposed a suspended sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment.

SOME REFLECTIONS, 


An interesting article appeared in a 
Dublin magazine, lately comparing the 
menus and cooking in Trish and French 
restaurants. The author tells us that the 
French, insisting on gastronomic adapta- 
bility, serve the foreigner with their own 
dishes—and their own only. 

Since they are the crowned cooks of 
Europe it would be difficult to make them 
understand why the Irish traveller must 
have dishes of his own, like bacon and 
eggs. “On the other hand,” continues 
the author, “ we in Ireland lack the am- 
bition to be distinctive, and, although we 
can cook Irish bacon, we consider it in- 
ferior to fresh meat, and, therefore, when 
meat is requested, an unsatisfactorily 
cooked chop or steak is produced.”’ 

This statement is a stimulating one; 
for a chop or steak—as opposed to 
“ native ’’ bacon—does not strike one as 
a foreign or exotic dish. Rather, it would 
seem the most primitive of cooking. 

The reasons why a French chef does not 
occupy himself with these dishes, as 
cooked in these countries, are twofold, 
and are interdependent on one another. 
Beef and mutton in France are not of as 
good quality as they are here. This is 
especially true of mutton. There are not 
the same opportunities for grazing, and 
one might travel many miles in France 
without seeing a single sheep. There is 
a difference, too, in the killing of caftle. 

It is an important point for good meat 
that cattle should be killed in their prime. 
But in France the animals are killed 
before they reach their prime or after 
they have passed it. This may be due to 
an excess of thrift on the part of the 
French farmer, who either will not waste 
money feeding an animal or wishes to 
extract too much from it. Thus, the meat 
is unsuitable for serving ‘‘au naturel ’’ 


The second reason is that the French 
chef, being an artist, does not occupy 
himself with dishes that require no arr, 
no disguise. A grill takes from ten to 
fifteen minutes, but the simplest dinner 
in France takes three and a half to four 
hours to cook. 

German cooking is ‘‘ ausgiehig,’’ to use 
a phrase of their own. This means, 
roughly, that a little—with the aid of 
flour and water—can be made to. go a 
long way. Italians are fond of oil, and 
are experts in the cooking of fish. Hun- 
garians are good cooks. They frequently 
flavour their dishes with paprika (red 
pepper), which it takes foreigners a 
little time to get used to. 

Possibly less “‘cooking’’ is done in Ire- 
land than in any other European country. 
Usually the peasant understands how to 
extract the maximum value from what he 
has. What a good soup the French peasant 
makes of vegetables, while he seldom eats 
meat. During the war the Germans made 
a substitute for coffee of acorns, and the 
French cook both periwinkles and mussels 
at all times. But in Ireland the tendency 
is not to cook whatever Nature has pro- 
vided free Blackberries are left, for the 
most part, to rot, and, with the exception 
of a few pickers for the town, mushrooms 
share the same fate. 

A fish called ray which is a delicacy in 
France, is thrown back into the sea in the 
West of Ireland, because its tail is like 
that of a rat. Our distinction, then, les 
in Irish bacon and Irish stew. Are there 
hopes that in the rising Ireland there ma) 
also be chops and steaks? There is 
another good point—we drink good tea, 
and apart from stewed tea, we know how 
to make it. 

[It would be interesting to know why we 
“have it down ” on vegetables. Medical 
opinion of the day grows more and more 
emphatic as to their value. Their prices 
in Dublin are high. As to their cooking— 
last night I had some Brussels sprouts in 
a Dublin restaurant, price 6d., on the re- 
commendation of the waitress, who said 
“they were nice.” They were certainly 
distinctive. They were cold, but they 
had been immersed previously for a long 
time in luke-warm water. | 

After all, Brussels sprouts are not the 
dizzy heights of cooking. They are easy 
to cook. I am not a cook—but I have had

“The Cave Man,” by Daisy Fisher and 
Harold Simpson, is a pleasant little play, 
well produced and excellently acted. rhe 
plot is not over-strong ; at times the padding 
is Obvious, but for the most part it proved 
entertaining enough.

Mr. Cowen said that he was a foreigner, in 
the sense that he was neither an Irishman nor 
a Roman Catholic, and he realised now that 
it was not possible, apparently, for people on 
the other side to enter at all completely into 
the psychology and the sensitiveness and 
veneration experienced by Irish Roman 
Catholics in matters affecting their religion. 
That was very greatly to their 
credit in these materialistic days. He had not 
written the play exclusively for Roman 
Catholics. It was not his fault or theirs 
that in depicting, even farcically, a represen- 
tation of Irish village life the inhabitante 
were practically exclusively Catholic. He 
thought that in view of the difficulty that 
English and non-Catholic people must ex- 
perience in giving effect to the exact feelings 
of Roman Catholics it would be best, certainly 
wisest in the circumstances, to refrain from 
raising trouble by outraging, no matter how 
innocently, those susceptibilities. 

‘I, for one,” added Mr. Cowen, “will 
never do it again; although I suggest that 
to treat farce seriously is farcical itself.”’ 
(Applause.) 

THE ENGLISH WAY. 

It was not through any want of sy 
with the Irish people or Roman Catholic 
clergy that he had oftended—as he apparently 
had—Roman Catholic feeling. If he had done 
it in extreme cases, where feeling was ram- 
pantly high, where hyper-sensitiveness took 
the place of reason, his Imsh friends must 
appreciate that more than an ocean separated 
them. <A distinguished countryman of their 
own, and of his, had achieved an amazingly 
great position in Kngland and in the world, 
—and incidentally a large fortune—by taking

The Irishman would have re- 
belled and called down all the punishmente 
on earth upon him. (Laughter.) 

“That is not our way,” continued Mr, 
Cowen, “and, therefore; we must be ex- 
pected to write in our own way. If Í were 
an Irishman—and | regret I am not—I would 
zive you plays like your own native 
players have been giving to us and 
to you for twenty years. I would be 
issuing ‘that propaganda to the honour and 
glory of the Irish race—propaganda which 
depicts the Irish people from one side only, 
which shows them to the gapmg world as a 
nation of drunkards, peasantry, murderers, 
and cunning rogues. (Applause.) 


THE O’CASEY PLAYS. 

“I have been responsible for staging some 
of these plays in London. I have given My. 
Sean O’Casey an opportunity of showing what 
he could do, and | was revolted. I admire 
the greatness the talent that made it 
possible to put these plays on the stage—but 
that was not the picture of Irish hfe that | 
would like to witness if [-were an Irishman.”’ 
(Hear, hear ‘and applause.) 

Mr.-Cowen declared that he, at least, had 
given the andience a number of very delight- 
ful people to listen to, and wii was very 
wrong with such a peasantry as he had 
shown ?

Mr. Cowen whether the performance which 
they had just seen was the third or fourth 
edition of “ Biddy.’’ 

Mr. Cowen said that if his 
meant that that was not the edition 
in London, then he denied that. 
alteration he had made was one which 
hoped would demonstrate that he had not 
erred on the side of not studying their suscep- 
tibilities. 

Mr. Burke said that the Derry Journal 
had stated specifically that the play bad been 
cut between the times it was produced in Lon- 
don and in Derry, and that in Derry, at the 
instance of the writer, it was still further 
cut down and gross things cut out.

A PRIEST’S CRITICISM. 

A Roman Catholic priest who witnessed 
this performance gave his considered opinion 
afterwards in an interview with an /rish 
Times representative. He said :— 

“My first point is that Mr: Cowen promised 
that this performance would be an invitation 
one to priests and Press. It was nothing of 
the kind. 

'" Mr, Cowen could not call this audience a 
Catholic one, at least in the strict acceptance 
of the term ‘ Catholic.’ In fact, the 
Catholics present, both laity and clergy, were 
very much in the minority. 

' My second point is that Mr. .Cowen’s 
definition of farce leaves much to be desired. 
There are surely limits to the subjects which 
can be portrayed insuch a manner. Assuredly, 
the application of farce to sacred things and 
sacred rites does not, and ought not, come 
within its scope. It offends the susceptibilities 
of every person, be he Catholic or non- 
Catholic, whether the sacred things ridiculed 
are Catholic or not. 

“The play, to my mind, is a rather vulgar 
production, and on one occasion, at least, it 
was excessively so. For the rest, the play 
was gá and insipid, with really nothing 
terrible in it, except that the character of the 
travesty 


priest as a vulgar and deliberate 
almost to the verge of buffoonery. 

"So much so that I came to the con- 
clusion that the Limerick treatment of it was 
very much unjustified, or else that the play 
itself had been cut in the meantime. That 
the play was cut was clearly and emphatically 
proved by Mr. Burke, of Limerick, who gave 
seriatim the missing facunae. Mr. Cowen 
did this ' lest,” he said, ‘it might hurt ‘the 
susceptibilities of Irish Catholics, forgetting 
that in including these portions in Limerick 
and notin Dublin he was violating his promise 
and the purpose of the private presentation, 
and that by doing so he tried to gain a ver- 
dict under false pretences 

“Mr. Cowen referred to Mr. Sean O’Casey’s 
plays, and said that they had been received 
well by the Irish public but he did not know 
that all of Sean O’Casey’s plays were re- 
ceived with open hostility in Dublin. The 
intrinsic merits of the play itself are not 
worthy of comment. It contained a number 
of hundred-year-old jokes, strung together, 
not even excepting Boyle Roche's bulls. 

‘Mr. Cowen, in his speech, openly and 
avowedly declared that he did not write his 
plays for Catholic audiences, but surely this 
was no excuse for offending Catholics and 
Catholic feelings as regards matters sacred 
to their religion.” 


GHRMAN LINER AT 
GALWAY. 


BAD WEATHER REPORTED IN 
THE ATLANTIC. 

Detained for a few hours beyond her 
scheduled time, owing to bad weather, the 
North German Lloyd liner Muenchen arrived 
without a pilot in Galway Bay yesterday at 
11.30, and anchored a little outside the light- 
house. Eighty-four passengers, most of them 
people who were desirous of spending the 
Christmas with their relatives in Ireland, were 
landed by the s.s. Dun Aengus, which acted 
as tender. <A large quantity of mail was also 
landed. Snow and rain fell all day. 

Captain Wittstein, of the Muenchen, said 
that a snowstorm which was encountered when 
nearing the lrish coast was one of the worst 
that he had experienced for quite a long time. 
The wind was blowing at over fifty-fuur miles 
an hour, and visibility was very low. 

Captain Wittstein brought his vessel from 
outside Aran Islands through the south 
sound, which lies between the islands and the 
Clare mainland, into Galway Bay, and 
anchored her safely within a short distance of 
the Galway docks. 

The liner left for Cherbourg and Bremen 
sliortiy after ó o'clock, 

Among the passengers landed were Irish 
people returning to the counties of Ros- 
common, Westmeath, Waterford, Mayo, 
Leitrim, Dublin, Cork, Kilkenny, Cavan and 
Galway. 

Nearly a score of people, most of them 
workers on the Shannon electrical scheme, left 
on the Muenchen to visit their homes in 
Germany for the Christmas holidays. 

Mr. C. J. Keeffe, Manager of the Limerick 
Steamship Company (agents for North German 
Lioyd' and some Galway citizens boarded the 
Muenchen to welcome her on her: second 
Visit this year to Galway.

A DUBLIN PROTEST. 

At a quarterly meeting of the Executive 
of the Catholic Total Abstinence Federation 
yesterday in Dublin a vote of condolence on 
the death of Cardinal O'Donnell was uri ni- 
mously adopted. The Executive expressed 


their sense of the great loss sustained, especi- 
ally by the Catholic temperance movement, 
which always received unstinted support from 
His Eminence. 

Attention was drawn to a recent rally of 
the liquor trade, called with a view to forcing 
the hand of the Government in the maiter of 
reduction of duties on intoxicants, and it was 
remarked that over twenty deputies, from 
different political parties, attended the 


meeting. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted, 
vigorously protesting against the Government 
entertaining any such suggestion, and warning 
the public that any reduction of drink duties 
would lead inevitably, in the first place, to 
increase in drinking: this was admitted by 
the trade, who have held it out as an induce- 
ment to the Government; and, in the second 
place, would involve the taxing of other com- 
modities that are necessaries of life. 

DRINK PRIZES. 

Another matter brought to the notice of the 
meeting was the issue of bazaar and goose- 
club tickets hy certain charitable institutions, 
offering drink prizes. The Executive has 
repeatedly protested against this extremely 
grave abuse, and now again earnestly appealed 
to the organisers of such charitable efforts to 
refrain from associating them with drink 
temptations.

When a resolution was read at a meeting 
of the Clare.County Council from the Water- 
ford Corporation, requesting action in the 
Dail for the repeal of the Local Appoint- 
ments (Officers and Employés) Act, 1926, Mr. 
Frank Barrett stated that when the measure 
was put through the Dail the constitution of 
the latter had been much different to what 
it is now. He knew definitely that it was the 
policy of Fianna Fail not to curb the ppwers 
of local bodies, but to increase them, and 
give them more power and responsibility than 
they now had. 

Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., said that he was not 
prepared to vote in favour of the resolution 
until he had definite information as to how 
the public bodies proposed to make appoint- 
ments if the Commissioners were superseded.

CLAIMS FOR £50,000. 


QUESTION OF A SECRET 
| TRUST.

Claims to a sum of about £50,000, the 
residue of the estate of the late Mr. Thomas 
Murphy, a retired clothier, of Gladstone 
House, Chesterfield, who died unmarried on 
March 17, 1924, leaving £100,000, were put 
forward in the Chancery Division, London, 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice Russell. 

Mrs, Bridget Rooney, of Clonallen, Warren- 
point, County Down, first cousin of the 
testator, claimed to be entitled to the money 
as heir-at-law and next-of-kin; but the 
defendants, the executors of the late Mr. 
William Deaken Wadsworth, of The Park, 
Buxton, and Mr. Henry Archibald Sanders, 
solicitor, of Somersall, Chesterfield, who were 
the trustees of the will, asserted that the 
residue of the estate was left to them 
absolutely. 

In a separate defence filed by Mr. Sanders 
he stated that in November, 1922, the testator 
told him that he desired to give the whole 
of the residuary estate to Mr. Wadsworth and 
him (Mr. Sanders), subject to this: that a 
moiety of the sum was to be used for makin 
provision for Masses and for giving £1, 
to the Chesterfield Roman Catholic Schools 
and £2,000 to Mount St. Mary's College, ani 
the residue to Oxford University. 

STATEMENT FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the plaintiff, 
said that Mr. Sanders was solicitor to Mr. 
Murphy and prepared the will. The only way 
in which the plaintiff heard about the will 
was by the receipt of a notification that she 
was left a legacy of £1,000. It was only b 
an examination of the will that he ‘coun 
was now abie to present the case to the Court. 
The will, dated November, 1922, appointed 
Mr. Wadsworth and Mr. Sanders executors 
and trustees, and gave thein £100 each and 
their costs. The testator gave £2,000 to the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Nottingham, and 
other legacies, and all the residue to his 
trustees absolutely, with the hope that they 
would carry out any wish expressed in any 
document leit by him. By codicil of 
February, 1924, the testator appointed Mr. 
Vincent Smith, Borough Surveyor, of Chester- 
field, as an additional executor, and that 
gentleman was now added as defendant. The 
testator also directed that the income of 
£10,000 should be paid to Mr. Smith and 
his wife. 

A great deal, went on counsel, would turn 
upon the question whether there was a secret 
trust communicated by the testator to Mr. 
Sanders, making him trustee of something of 
which no living person, except him, seemed 
to have been aware. Ali that the plaintiff's 
advisers knew in 1925 was that Mr. 
Wadsworth and Mr. Sanders said they took 


beneficially. 
TWO VIEWS. 

The Judge—All you. knew was what the 
will said. You take one view of what it 
means, and the other side take another. 

Sir Patrick said that they had asked Mr. 
Sanders to be frank and give them full 
information, but nothing was disclosed, and 
it.was not til: Mr. Sanders’s defence was filed 
in June, 1927, that he disclosed the secret 
trust. There surely must have been some 
record of such a trust, and he did not know 
whether Mr. Sanders had even communicated 
it to the beneficiaries concerned. 

His Lordship—How does all this concern 
you? 

Counsel said that, supposing the defendants 
were ttustees without trusts, they would hold 
the money merely for the next-of-kin. !f 
their trusts were too vague—— 

His Lordship—There is nothing vague 
about this. On the face of the will ihe 
residue is given to them outright. 

Counsel asked the Court to say that the 
defendants were trustees for the next-of-kin. 
He did not ask for any relief against Mr. 
Smith, as he did not claim any interest in 
the money. 

The hearing was then adjourned. 


LORD LONGFORD’S 
NOVEL SUGGESTION. 


TO TAX ADVERTISEMENTS OF 
FOREIGN GOODS, 


The economic policy of the Irish Free State 
was the subject of a discussion by members 
of the North City Branch of Cumann na 
nGaedheal at the headquarters of the organ- 
isation, 5 Parnell square, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne, T.D., said that the Go- 
vernment’s economic policy was in the best 
interest of the country. The successful float- 
ing of the second national loan, he said, 
showed that the financial position of the 
country was sound, that their credit was 
good, and that they were developing the 
country on sound economic lines. He had no 
hesitation in saying that the Shannon scheme 
would completely revolutionise the industries 
of the country. Three or four million pounds 
now spent on coal annually would be kept 
in the country. He regretted that the Trades 
Loans Act was not taken advantage of as 
extensively as it should be. By a careful 
svstem of selective protection a hundred new 
industries had been started. The beet sugar 
industry was responsible for the circulation of 
half a million pounds in the country. The 
policy of the Government might be summed 
up in a sentence—that the imposition of a 
tariff was only justified where the net gain 
to the country exceeded the net joss. 

Mr. John: Homan, who presided, said that 
fifty-five vears ago there were 35,000 traders 
in Ireland. That number was considered 
absurdly large then. Forty years later there 
was three times that number. The reasons 
for the increase should form the subject of a 
very interesting debate. 

The Earl of Longford, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Byrne, said that the export 
trade of the country was not nearly as large 
as it should be. here was certainly need 
for protection, because if the present state of 
affairs was allowed to continue the export 
trade would probably dwindle and the import 
trade would tend to increase. He was sure 
the Government would extend its protection 
policy further when the Tariff Commission 
had reported on a few more Irish industries. 
Advertisements of “An goods, whether in 
the newspapers or on hoardings, should be 
taxed heavily. That was done in some coun- 
tries, and he never heard of it being a hard- 
ship. He understood that the importation of 
foreign goods continued to an enormous 
degree in spite of protection. 

n seconding the vote of thanks, Mr. 
Patrick Leonard, T.D., said that Irish butter 
and eggs brought as big a price in the 
English market as the products of any other 
country.

DEALING WITH OFFENDERS,

CAPTURED BY PIRATES.

CAPTAIN LALOR DESCRIBES 
HtS EXPERIENCES. 
From ' THe Times’ CORRESPONDENT. 
ICHANG, Thursday. 
The following is an account of Captain 
Lalor’s experiences from ‘the ‘time of his 
abductiou ‘hy Chinese pirates, on Novem- 
ber 50th, up to his release on December 
13th. 
During the fighting on. board the Siang- 


tan, river steamer, of which Captain Lalor 


was master and which was attacked and 


ceeded in throwing one of. the. pirates 
overbcard when he was hit on the head 
by a beam and stunned. 

In this unconscious condition he was 
made prisoner by the pirates and taken 
into-one of their sampans, in which he 
was kept in.a cramped position and under 
insanitary conditions. He was not allowed 
to go. ashore. 

On December 4th he saw two ships pro- 
ceeding up the river, and seizing a- pistol 
which was lving near by he fired it in 
the air in the hope ‘of attracting atten- 
tion. In the confusion which followed he 
accidently shot himself. in the ankle, 
breaking ‘the bone. In the meantime the 
pirates fled, but Captain’ Lalor's signal 
was unheeded. 

It has since been ascertained that those 
in the ships in question heard the shots, 
and saw people running about on the 
bank.: This, however,.is a common occur- 
rence on the Yangtsze, and as the shots 
were not repeated the ships continued on 
their course. 

Captain Lalor seys. that he could have 
killed the pirates in cold blood. After the 
ships had passed his captors returned, and 
thereafter he had no knowledge that any 
attempt ‘to rescue him was being made 
until the arrival of the Rev. Forbes 
Tocher, the Scottish missionary, who 
carried through the negotiations with the 
pirates, and brought the ransom which 
procnred his release

It is well. to poe out 
that‘such oaths are not part of the normal 
Anglican’ system. J personally have 
never dema-ded or received them in 
ordaining or licensing a minister. 


“SOUND DOCTRINE.” 

“The Church of England does not make 
confession a matter of vbligation. It is 
our sound doctrine that, if a man con- 
fesses his sins directly to God he will 
obtain complete furgiveness, provided his 
repentance is sincere. An English clergy- 
man may, of course, receive confessions. 
They may, moreover. be made under such 
conditions as he deems satisfactory, but 
these conditions should be made absolutely 
clear before confession is begun. 

“ When I became a bishop an old and 
wise friend, with much 
perjence, warned me that I must be on 


| my guard lest an incumbent or church 
| officer should come to me saying that he 
had a confession 


to make, and. should 
straightway pour out some scandalous 
emission, and at the end tell me that I 
could take.no action against him as all 
that: he had-said was under the seal of 
the confessional. 

“ I consequently make it a rule to de- 
cline to hear any confession under such a 
pledge of secrecy as might pervert the 
course of justice. I[.think that I am 
right in so acting, and in so advising 
others to. act, inasmuch as confession 
without repentance is valueless, and re- 
pentance cannot be sincere if a man in- 
tends subsequently to deny in a court of 
justice what he has admitted in confés- 
sion.”’ 

A WARNING, 

The bishoo warns the clergy. and laity 
alike that there ought to be no further 
conversation whatever with regard to 
matters revealed in confession. On the 
other hand, a man ought not-to be allowed 


to expect that admissions which he has | 
once voluntarily made will be rendered | 


secret by subsequent formal confession. 


The confessional ought not to be used to | 


defeat the ends of justice. When the 
course of justice is not affectdd the 
secrecy attaching to it should be absolute.

UNBUSINESSLIKE TRADERS. 

The Tribunal met with the difficulty 
that a large number of traders were unable 
to present statements of accounts, even 
cf an elementary nature. The French 
Code du Commerce is quoted.- It requires 
the keeping of accounts: by. all business 
men and business establishments, and the 
report suggests that a useful beginning 
in :the reform of methods of retail 
businesses could be made by enacting a 
law of this character, with the provision 
that no trader who has not kept proper 
accounts of his business should be allowed 
to carry an arrangement in court with his 
creditors. . 

In regard to weights and measures, new 
legislation is recommended. “It should 
provide that in the sale of any article 
of food by. weight or measure a less weight 
or measure than is purported to be sold 
shall not be delivered, 

“Special provisions, which should be 
permanent, should be embodied with 
respect to the sale of bread and butcher's 
meat by net weight, ahd for the sale of 
milk by standard “measure only, and it 
should be provided that certain other 
kinds of food specified in a schedule, sub- 
ject to revision from time to time by 
regulation of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, should be sold by net 
weight. These foods should include tea, 
cocoa, potatcies, bacon, butter, margarine, 
flour, cornflour, oatmeal, sago, tapioca, 
sugar, dried beans, peas, currants and 
raisins, and jam. 

CONTROL OF SALES BY WEIGHT. 

*Tt might be necessary to make a 
specific allowance for the weight of the 
wrappers or containers in which certain 
of these articles are sold. The administra- 
tion of the Act should be vested in the 
Inspectors of Weights and Measures, and 
substantial penalties prescribed for 
offences.’ 

It is recommended that it should be 
made compulsory for traders engaged in 
retailing articles of genera] consumption 
to exhibit prominentiy in their shops a 
list showing the prices at which the 
various commodities sold can be purchased. 
It is important that all the different prices 
of different qualities, or brands ol the 
same commodity, should appear on this 


list. 
EVILS OF CREDIT SYSTEM. 

“One of the principal causes of exces- 
sive prices in the Free State is the system 
of credit which exists very generally. The 
fiect 1s that particular customers are to 
some extent bound ‘to confine their pur- 
chasing to particular shops, and a system 
of intelligent and economic purchasing, 
entailing @xamination and comparison of 
prices, is largely prevented. 

‘The remedy for this condition of affairs 
is largely in the hands of consumers them- 
selves. It cannot be emphasised too 
strongly that apathy, thriftiessness and 
unintelligent purchasing on the part of 
the housewife have a very great effect in 
maintaining retail prices at too high a 
level. 

It is recorded that the consuming public 
generally showed little or no practical 
interest in the Tribunal’s investigations, 
and it is pointed out that the success of 
the suggested Prices Board in reducing 
retail prices will largely depend on the 
manner in which the consumer responds 
to its efforts. 

WEEKLY AUCTIONS OF FARM 
PRODUCE. 

Referring to the successful weekly auctions 
of farm produce at Limerick, where eggs, 
potatoes, vegetables, fruit and poultry, are 
sold direct to the consuming public, the 
Tribunal considers that, with the assistance of 
the local authorities, the system could be 
introduced with advantage in Dublin and 
other large centres. i 

Dealing with bread, the report declares 
that the reduction of that commodity to 10id. 
from January, 1927, was overdue, and should 
certainly have taken place in October, 1926. 
It is suggested that the sale of bread. less 
than twelve hours old should be prohibited 
by law, and that this would go far to reduce 
delivery costs. It is concluded that, ‘as 
regards Cork, the level of bread prices should 
not be higher than in Dublin, and in Gal- 
way, where flour costs less, there is no justi- 
fication for maintaining bread prices at the 
Dublin level. | 

BREAD PRICES. 

The general conclusions of the Tribunal in 
regard to bread prices are :— 

(1)—Legislation is necessary to provide that 
bread be sold in loaves weighing one pound 
or multiples of one pound. 

(2)}—The Prices Board should. prepare a 
table of prices of standard grade straight-run 
flour to which maximum prices for delivered 
bread should correspond. In indicating the 
maximum price for the quartern loaf the 
Prices Board should make It clear that these 
prices apply proportionately to the two. pound 
and one pound loaf where practicable. 

(3)—Where bread is sold by a baker in his 
own shop it should be sold at. least a penny 
ser quartern loaf less than the price: charged 
fo: delivery to customers’ houses. 

(4)—-One of the duties of the Prices Board 
should be to educate public opinion on the 
desirability of eating bread not less than 
twelve hours old. 

(5)—There is need of a ‘‘ block system “ in 
the distribution of bread, and we: recommend 
to the Prices Board, in co-operation: with the 
master bakers, a partial solution of the prob- 
lem of higher distributive costs along these 
lines. 

(6)— The invaiced price of bread to the 
retailer should be the sale price to the con- 
sumer, and that the Prices Board should keep 
constant supervision over this point, Investi- 
gating specially complaints made by con 
sumers. The invoiced price to the retailer 
should not be greater than the price delivered 
to the private householder. 


MEAT PRICES. 

The recommendations in relation to meat 
prices are that retail prices generally at the 
periods examined by us were excessive by 
lid.-2d. per ib., and that there were. indivi- 
dual cases in which the excess was greater. 
Most of the better-class victwallers attributed 
the high price of meast to the high cost of 
labour, paper, twine, repairg, rent, rates, etc. 
The Tribunal took all charges of this.nature 
into account, estimating them at 1}d. per 1b. 

“It ig a common practice among butchers,’’ 
says the report, “ to maintain retail prices at 
a fixed level without. reference to the fluctua- 
tion of primary prices. We do not see any 
reason why this practice should continue. it 
was urged that consumers do not like frequent 
changes in prices, but this is not an argument 
to which we attach weight. The fluctuations 
in primary prices of meat are not generally in 
opposite directions at short intervals. There 
is a fairly gradual decline, succeeded by an 
equally gradual increase, and we do not think 
that it would be necessary to alter retail 
prices very frequently. 

“ We have considered whether the Prices 
Board could indicate scales..of fair retail 
prices from time to time. This is a matter of 
great, complexity owing to the variations in 
demand for various cuts according to locality. 
Pending further investigation .of this matter 
it would probably. bé sufficient to indicate 
the highest price for beef. and mutton in 
accordance with the published market prices. 
We regard as its most important function 
in this matter the wider publication of 
primary prices, and their interpretation to 
the ordinary consumer.” 


“ PROFITEERING" IN MILK. 
” Excessive rofit-taking’ in ‘milk, the 
Tribunal found, existed in the proses. to 
a larger extent than in Dublin, though prices 
in Dublin were highest. t ; 
“In Dublin excessive profit-taking existed 
on the part of certain producers, whose free 
competition with other vendors of milk would 
appreciably reduce prices. The Prices Board 
should intervene at the dates at which prices 
are usually fixed and indicate what the retail 
price or prices should be, specifyfig, if 
necessary, the particular types of producers 
or middlemen, or the ra of milk to which 
these prices should apply.

LICENSED TRADE'S EXCESSIVE 
PROFITS. á 

The tribunal is satisfied that there. is ex- 
cessive profit-taking in Guinness’s stout in 
Dublin, but in all the other towns Visited 
except Waterford the retail prices appear to 
be satisfactory. In ‘Waterford the price for 
porter and stont are too high by. 1d. per 
pint on draught and 1d. per bottle sold for 
consumption on the premises. 

‘‘ As regards the ordinary trade in Dublin 
(exclusive of the trade eoriducted in hotels, 
railway bars, etc., into which we have not 
inquired), we are satisfied that excessive 
profit-taking exists, and has existed for some 
years.. In our opinion, higher prices should 
not obtain.in this trade than 7d. ‘per pint of 
porter, 10d. per pint on draught of extra 
stout and 6d. per bottle of extra stout con- 
sumed on the premises. On the figufes of 
expenses submitted to us by the» traders 
themselves these prices are sufficient to give 
a net profit on sale of 5 per cent., 8.4 per 
vent. and 11 per cent, respectively. These 
are ample rates of net profit in a business 
with a rapid turnover and a trade which is 
on a cash basis, 

“ Porter and stout differ from the other 
commodities into the prices of which we have 
examined in that they are mot necessaries and 
find no place in the list of commodities the 
prices of which enter into the calculation of 
the cost of living index number. Practically 
every other article, the price of which we 
have considered, must be. purchar+d; porter 
and stout. need not. Consumers have thus 
been tested as to their readiness to take 
action themselves by refraining from purchas- 
ing at unreasonable prices, in @ case where 
such action would, we believe, have secured 
the desired result of lower prices. Their 
failure to do so is apparent, 

“ Porter and stout are practically the only 
commodities for which ‘peak’ post-war 
prices are still maintained over a wide area. 
Reasonable prices do obtain in some. vintners 
shops in Dublin, but the proportion of these 
shops is, 80 small as not to afford an adequate 
opportunity to the average consumer to take 
advantage of them. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION SUGGESTED. 

“The position is that a well organised and 
wealthy trade has successfully maintained an 
exorbitant scale of pnees for a long period. 
Price fixing by the Government must be re- 
garded as a last resort, but it may well be 
that no other method wall be successfal in 
this case. It is now. four years since the 
Commission on Prices recommended reductions 
in the price of porter and stout in Dublin, 
This recommendation has not had the desired 
effect. 

‘“In relation to the fixing of prices by 
Government, the licensed trade is in a 
different. position from any other trade. The 
number of licensed houses is limited by 
statute and will. soon be very much reduced, 
and competition has little, and mav have less, 
effect in preventing excessive profit-taking. 
The trade, too, is more completely organised 
than any other, and has been able for many 
years to:maititain by means of this organisa- 
tion fixed prices for porter and stout in the 
metropolitan area which are excessive and 
inequitable. 

“For these reasons there is. a,stronger case 
for interference by Government control with 
the prices of porter and stout than with the 
prices of any other commodity. of general con- 
sumption. We think; ‘therefore, that the 
machinery contemplated by the institution of 
the proposed Prices Board should be put into 
early operation in this case. The Prices Board 
should request the traders. engaged. in >this 
business who are selling Guinuess’s porter and 
stout at prices which have been indicated 
as excessive to reduce their prices to the 
levels we have suggested. If this request is 
not complied with, the matter ‘should be 
reported to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce for his consideration of appropriate 
legislative action.” 

FRUIT AND FISH. 

While the Tribunal did not make exhaustive 
inquiry into the prices of fruit and vegetables, 
they are satisfied that there is excessive prafit- 
taking in Dublin in these commodities. i 

Among the recommendations they.make are 
the ticketing of goods or the display of price 
lists, .as well as the establishment of . con- 
sumers’ auctions where small lets conid be 
bought cheaply. 

lt is recommended that the official market 
prices of fish should be published in. the 
Press every week, and that retailers should 
be compelled to display prices.

FREE STATE CLUB 
LICENCES. 
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EFFECT OF THE 1927 ACT. 

An interesting point concérning™ club 
licencés Was raised at the Waterford District 
Court yesterday, when Mr. Péter O’Connor, 
solicitor, applied for an extension’ of ‘hours 
ou behalf of the Legion of British ex-Service 
Men’s Club on Christmas Day, 

He said that a similar application was 
granted last year, but since then the 1927 
Act had been passed. .That Act expressly 
stated that a ciub could not be opened at 
any time on Christmas Day, Good Friday or 
St. Patrick's Day. His worship had power 
under the 1924 Act to grant the application, 
and on looking ovet the 1926 Act he (Mr. 
O'Connor) found that the particular section 
of the Act giving power to grant the appli- 
cation had not been repealed.- The question 
was whether, in view of that, his worship 
could now. grant the application. 

Superintendent. Meehan, who opposed the 
application, said. that the 1 Act was Very 
definite in régard to Christmas Day. That 
Act clearly set out that no drink could be 
supplied or consumed in a club at any time 
on Christmas Day. It made Christmas, Day 
a “dry” day.

BILL TO CONFIRM NEW 
AGREEMENT. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
Kingsley Wood, Parliaméntary, Secretary to 
the Ministry of Health, moved the second 
reading of the Medical and Dentists Acts 
Amendment.

The. bill, he said, was introduced to meet 
an administrative problem resulting frem the 
establishment of the Irish Free State and 
the legislation consequent thereon. As a 
result of that legislation the General Council, 
which had. previously been charged with the 
duty of supervising the medical profession 
in regard. to the whole of the United King- 
dom, ceased to exercise any authority or 
control over the profession in the Irish Free 
State, and ceased to be able to place on the 
register in (Great Britain students. who 
obtained their medical qualification in the 
Irish Free State. 

That position was regarded as unsatisfac- 
tory, and negotiations had been taking place 
for some time. Meanwhile, by an interme- 
diate arrangement, the General Medical 
Youncil had agreed to accept for the medical 
register in England students with qualifica- 
tions obtained in the Irish Free State. One 
of the objects of the hill was to validate that 
arrangement. 

The British Government was assisted by 
Sir Donald Macalister, President of the 
General Medical Council, and the agreement 
had the concurrence and support of the 
Council. The terms of the agreement were 
that, on the one hand, so far as the medical 
register in the United Kingdom was con- 
cerned, the General Medical Council would 
continue to admit to the register all persons 
who prior to the establishment. of the Irish 
Free State. would have been admissible in 
respect to qualifications obtained in the area 
which was now the Irish Free State. They 
would have the powers formerly possessed 
by them of controlling the examination, 
giving the right to such admission so far as 
necessary for the purpose of the United 
Kingdom. register. 

On the other side, the Trish Free State 
would establish an Irish Free State register, 
and would have complete control of that 
register and of the profession in that State. 


Provision was. made for the admission to the 
register on equal terms of all persons on 
the United Kingdom .register. 

The position with regard to dentists was 
practicaily the same, and, in regard to the 
Dental Board agreement, the Government 
were assisted by Sir Francis Acland, Chair- 
man of the’ Dental Board.

NEW LAWS NEEDED.

There was an increased output of new 
tonnage from the Belfast shipyards this year 
compared with the previous twelve months. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., built at 
Belfast fourteen vessels of an aggregate ton- 
nage of 62,3135 tons, including the motor ship 
King Lud, which is to be launched next 
Thursday for the King Line. 

Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. launched 
six vessels and seven barges of 48,911 tons. 
These figures gave a total output in Belfast 
of 111,224 tons of | shippin the largest, 
attainell since 1923, when 127,453 tons of new 
shipping were launched. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s return for this 
year is 5,452 tons below that for 1926, but 
this does not imply that less work was done; 
for ships are not always completed within 
the year. Messrs, Workman, Clark and Co.'s 
figures are 22,151 tons above those of last 
year. All the building slips owned by this 
firm are.now vacant. and they have only one 
vessel at the finishing wharl, so that their 
activities. are for the moment suspended. 

The output from all Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff’s yards. both at Belfast and in Great 
Britain, aggregeted 94,700 gross tons. They 
have been fairly busy throughout the year in 
the Belfast and Clyde yards, the work in 
progress equalling in gross tonnage about 
one-tenth of the total tonnage under construc- 
tion in British yards, as given in Lloyd's 
returns.

The Headmaster, the Rev William Ander 
son, in the course of his annval] report, stated 
that at the Religious Knowledge examination 
189 boys passed, being 98 per cent. of the 
candidates, and 108 gained prizes, At the 
Intermediate. examination 25 bovs were suc- 
cessful. ‘This was the largest number of boys 
from a Protestant school. At the Leaving 
Certificate ®xamination three boys secured the 
highest marks on the honour papers in Eng 
lish, mathematics and applied m athiemunties. 
in ‘Trinity College, Mountjoy School candidates 
won seven Sizarships, heing half the total 
awarded, and more than donble the number 
secured’ by any other schoo!—first in science, 
all in mathematics, and a Reid Sizarsbip in 
science. ‘Twenty-one pupils, the total number 
presented, passed the entrance examination to 
Trinity College. Mountjoy had now sec ured 
85 Sizarsbip and 89 junior exhibitions. For 
many years past Mountjoy has supplied more 
than 10 per cent, of ber male students, and 
the old beys now hold more than 20 per ceut. 
of the Sieolarshine in Trinity College. 

On the subject of Intermediate education, 
the Headmaster claimed that the present Ss yo 
tem had one end on the primary system, but 
that the other end was in the air. A stadent 
taking the prescribed obligatory subjects of 
Irish, English, bistory and geography, mathe 
matics and science might securo the highest 
awards offered under tne system, and in the 
nd find that he was not qualified to pass the 
matriculation examination of any university.

LAUGHS IN DUNDALK COURT. 

Amusement was caused in Dundalk (C'on;t. 
house yesterday during the hearing of a case 
brought by an old man named James 
Ballance against John Rooney for assault. 

Mr. P. J. O’Hagan, solicitor . for tha 
plaintiff, said that his client was a well. 
known member of the community, being the 
chief chimney sweep in the town. 

Ballance described the assault. 
was crossing the ‘‘ Big Bridge” the defen- 
dant came to him, asked ‘ How are you, 
Jimmy ?” and then gave him a ‘‘ thump” in 
the eye, cutting him in two places. ile 
was knocked down. 

District Justice Goff—He made 
your balance. (Langhter.) 

Mr. O’Hagan—He wanted to make a clean 
sweep of him. (Laughter.) 

Defendant alleged, during his cross- 
examination of the plaintiff, that on a pre: 
vieus ‘day Ballance knocked him down with 
a blow of a pig's trough. He described the 
plaintiff as a man who was dangerous to have 
at large at all 

Mrs. Ballance said that ber husband fe- 
turned home with his eye smashed in three 
places, His face was covered with soot, 
and, between that and the blood flowing 
from his eye, “he looked a sight.” She 
admitted that on a previous occasion she had 
hit Rooney, but: she did it in defence of 
her husband. She added that she would 
do it again. 

Rooney, who said that he had to leave 
Belfast during the troubles, admitted having 
hit Ballance, but said that he did it in 
self-defence. He could never pass the 
plaintiff's house without being attacked. 

The Justice beld that the assault 
proved, and fined Rooney 2s. 6d., 
6d. costs.
